Curtailment of iiaiu'cessary price- 
flxing and of "ill-considered efforts 
arbitraiAly to reduce farm product 
prices." ■ 

Administration of the farm loan act 
sa as to decrease tenancy, promote 
diversified farming and provide long- 
term credits.

Revision of the tariit to protect 
American agrtcultur»L from unfair 
competition. Both reclamation and 
Intensive farming, the nominee said, 
would have their places In a develop- 
ment of the nation's farm resources lo 
a capaciiv which would insure to pns- 
terity an abundance of doiiieslic I'ood 
jirodiKts.

Break Baeerd— Tobacco Yield 

Is Also Larger. 

Washington, Sent. 8.— The greatest 
corn crop In the country's history is 
in prospect for this year's 'harvaet. 
I>H>rsea^t of production based on Sep- 
tember 1 conditions vras placed at 3,- 
131,000,000 buahels today by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Such a yield 
would exceed by 6,000.00ti bushels the 
previous largest eron on record, which 
was ill l!ilL', A criip of even larger 
liroportions will be harvested If frosts 
hold oft unyi late and permit maturity 
of much late com, now ratM as of 
doubtful promise. 

Tobacco also Is a record crop this 
year and will probably exceed the best 
previous production by 1 U.iiiin.ftiiii 
pounds. ^I«\)recast of production places 
this year's crop at 1,688,000.000 
pounds. " 

August growing conditions proved 
highly benellclal to most of the coun- 
try's Important crops ai^ as u result 
production forecasts generall> were 
higher In today's Hovernmeni report 
than the forecasts of a month ago. 
(^orn improved to the extetit of 218,r 
uoo.nno bushels r' oats 40,000,000 bush- 
els; white potatoes, 11,000,000 bushels; 
sweet potiktoes, 1,000,000 bushels; to- 
bacco, 10.0(A),000 iiounds, and apples 
10,000.000 bushels. Spring wheat, how- 
ever, suffered a loss of L'.'i.ooii.iii^ bush- 
els because of drought and tlax lost 
2,500,000 bushels from the same cause.
